
Cathedral cash 
‘being wasted’ 


CATHEDRAL bosses have been 
accused of “squandering” money 
by “lavishly” refurbishing a home 
for the new Dean of Ely. 

Builders are renovating the Deanery 
in Ely, a Grade I listed building owned 
by the cathedral which has been 
home to serving Deans and their 
families. 

The Revd Canon Mark Bonney, who will be 
formally installed in September, is due to 
move into the property with his wife, Kate,

and their two daughters. 

Before they do, the cathedral is funding a 
renovation of the building - said to be 
costing £50,000. 

Last year, the cathedral announced it was 
desperate for about £180,000 to fund vital 
restoration work to the cathedral’s North 
Transept and the West Face. Grants have 
been secured but fundraising is continuing. 

The cathedral insists the costs of the 
renovation are being “kept to a minimum” 
and that it is “necessary repairs or works”, 
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but the plan has angered some. 

A cathedral insider, who did not want to be 
named, said: “The cathedral directors are 
squandering money and it’s not on. 

“They are spending £50,000 on refurb¬ 
ishing the Deanery and that money is not 
being spent on essential repair works. The 
building is being lavishly refurbished to meet 
the taste of the new Dean and his family.” 

The Weekly News source added: “They are 
wasting money that they can’t afford to. 

“The Deanery was fine for the former 
Dean, Dr Michael Chandler, so why is all this 
work being done all of a sudden? 

“Surely the cathedral itself is more 
important than adding a few new bathrooms 
and bedrooms to the Deanery?” 

John Harrison, cathedral administrator, 
confirmed the Deanery is being renovated 
but insists costs are being “kept to a 
minimum”. 

He said: “It is correct that some renovation 
works are being carried out in the Deanery 

“Very little has been spent on this Grade I 
listed building in recent years and it makes 
sense that any necessary repairs or works are 
completed while the property is empty”. 

He added: “We are very fortunate that 
much of this work can be carried out by our 
own highly-skilled workforce, so costs can be 
kept to a minimum. It is the duty of the 
Chapter to maintain and preserve any 
property owned by the cathedral.” 
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Girl takes school plight to Buckingham Palace 


THE Queen has offered her 
support to a desperate girl after 
she wrote a touching letter 
about having to leave the 
school she loves. 

Jessica Compston, 8, who 
suffers from Obsessive 
Compulsive Disorder (OCD), 
wrote to the Queen after being 
forced to leave her school in 
Little Thetford when her 
parents’ marriage ended. 

Her disorder, which causes 
anxiety leading to ritualistic 
behaviour, means she cannot 
bring herself to attend another 
school without great suffering, 
according to doctors. 

She has been out of school 


for eight months since her 
family was moved to 
Churchfield Avenue, Sawston, 
and she was told to attend 
William Westley Primary School 
inWhittlesford. 

The Queen said that 
although she could not 
intervene personally she would 
ask Education Secretary 
Michael Gove to look into 
Jessica’s case. 

The letter from Buckingham 
Palace, signed by a senior 
correspondence officer, says: 
“Careful note has been taken of 
your comments. I should tell 
you, however, that this is not a 
matter in which the Queen can 


intervene. 

“Nevertheless, as a cons¬ 
titutional Sovereign, Her 
Majesty acts on the advice of 
her ministers and I have, 
therefore, been instructed to 
send your letter to the Right 
Honourable Michael Gove MP, 
the Secretary of State for 
Education, so that he may 
know of your approach to the 
Queen on this matter and may 
consider the points you raise.” 

The message has now given 
Jessica fresh hope. 

Although the council has 
worked extensively with the 
family, her mother claimed 
Jessica wrote to the Queen “in 


desperation” after she claimed 
the schoolgirl’s letters to 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil went unanswered. 

Mum Louise Compston, 46, 
said: “Jessica is sitting here now 
clutching the letter from the 
Queen. She won’t let go of it. 

“I am angry that the edu¬ 
cation authority never listened 
to Jessica's pleas going through 
this terrible illness nor listened 
to the medical professionals 
who all state she needs to 
attend school at Little Thet¬ 
ford.” 

A county council spokesman, 
said: “Far from ignoring the 
requests from this family, a 


number of our services and 
staff have been working with 
them over an extended period 
to try to ensure this young 
person receives a prompt and 
proper education. 

“The family requested a 
place at Little Thetford Primary 
School, but this was declined 
because the school was already 
oversubscribed. 

“An independent panel heard 
an appeal from the family over 
this decision, but that appeal 
was unsuccessful. We will 
continue to work with them to 
resolve any issues they have in 
relation to the education of 
their daughter.” 


Handling 
charge: 
man is 
bailed 

A GOLD merchant’s 
shop was raided and a 
man has been arrested 
on suspicion of handling 
stolen goods. 

Police raided the Gold 
Buying Centre in Market 
Street, Ely, at 1.30pm last 
Thursday. 

A 46-year-old man 
from the Downham 
Market area was arrested 
at the premises. 

A large quantity of 
jewellery and around 
£475 in cash was also 
seized. 

An 81-year-old 
woman from Ely first 
raised officers’ 
suspicions about the 
pawnbrokers. 

The woman had an 
item of jewellery stolen 
from her home and 
believed she saw it in the 
shop. 

DS John Yore said: 
“There has been a rise in 
the number of dwelling 
burglaries in the area 
and jewellery has been 
the common target. 

“As we continued with 
our enquiries, an 81- 
year-old woman who 
had an item of jewellery 
stolen from her home 
gave us cause to believe 
that stolen jewellery was 
being converted into 
cash through this store. 

“Today’s efforts were 
the first stage of an 
enquiry into dealing 
with those who are not 
only stealing property 
but also handling it 
and/or converting them 
into cash. 

“Needless to say, we 
will not tolerate either.” 

Police took the man to 
Parkside police station. 
He has since been bailed 
until June 6. 

Anyone with any 
information or who has 
been a victim of 
jewellery thefts should 
call police on 101. 



Children’s centre plan 

Industrial unit may be transformed - with creation of 20 jobs 


A DERELICT industrial unit 
could be turned into a 
children’s soft-play and 
resource centre - providing 20 
new jobs. 

The plan is to open the facility at 
unit 12 on Lancaster Way Business 
Park in Ely, the Weekly News can 
confirm. 

Adam Pickup, owner of The Anchor 
Inn, in Sutton Gault, has applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
to change the use of the 4,488 square- 
foot unit, which has been empty for a 
year. 

Mr Pickup wants to open it as a soft- 
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play and children’s entertainment 
centre and says it will benefit the 
whole community, including schools 
and playgroups. 

In a statement to the council, his 
agents, Cheshire-based FOB Design, 
said: “In addition to the provision of a 
soft-play and party venue, the 
applicant would also be opening the 
facility, free of charge, to local 
organisations and schools such as 
those for children with complex needs 
for a couple of mornings a week. 


“Benefits to such groups would be 
further enhanced through the use of a 
‘sensory trolley’ or similar - 
professionally designed, portable 
equipment which is particularly useful 
for children with sight or hearing 
problems.” 

Mr Pickup insists that there is a lack 
of family-orientated facilities in the Ely 
area. 

He also says the new venture would 
create 20 jobs, from centre managers 
to cleaners, and that the entire 
restoration of the unit and all suppliers 
would be sourced locally. 

He said: “There is considerable local 
demand for such a facility. 


“The availability of infrastructure 
and associated facilities is struggling to 
keep up with rapid population growth. 

“Ultimately it is intended that the 
venue would become another 
attraction in support of Ely’s 
distinctive tourism economy. 

“Rather than being another generic 
play centre, or part of a chain, the 
applicants are keen for the facility to 
reflect both the locality and local 
history.” 

A decision on the plans could be 
made within the next eight weeks.

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Junkies’ dumped 
needles on the up 


DRUG addicts are dum¬ 
ping more dirty needles 
in public places than 
ever before - including 
close to schools and 
children’s parks. 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
show that more than 250 dirty 
needles have been dumped in 
the last three years. 

That data only includes 
needles which have been 
found - and only the incidents 
reported to East Cambs 
District Council - not the 
police or any other 
organisation. 

In 2009/10, 21 syringes/ 
needles were found dumped 
in public areas in East Cambs. 

In 2010/11 that figure rose 
to 55 and in 2011/12, 56 were 
dumped.

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Since April this year, 103 
syringes/needles have already 
been discarded in the district - 
including a batch of 100 
syringes which were dumped 
in West Fen Road, Ely. 

The figures show that Ely is 
the hotspot for needles being 
dumped, followed by Little- 
port then Soham. 

The most needles have been 
found in High Barns and New 
Barns Road in Ely, where there 
is not only a primary school 
but also a children’s nursery, a 
children’s park and family 
support facilities. 

In three years, 11 needles 
have been dumped there. 

Needles have also been left 


in St fohns Road, Ely, where 
there is a primary school, a 
skate park and a Scout hut, 
and in both Ely and Soham’s 
High Streets and Market Street, 
Ely, which are all filled with 
shops and businesses. 

The district council, which 
offers a free needle collection 
service, is urging addicts to use 
it. Dave White, the authority’s 
waste strategy team leader, 
said the council is urging drug 
users not to dump needles in 
public places. 

He added: “It is extremely 
dangerous. These figures are 
just the incidents which the 
council is aware of and has 
been called out to. 

“I am sure there are many 
needles/syringes which are 
not found or which are put in 
public bins, for example, 
which is just as dangerous for 
our workers who empty them. 

“Obviously, each time we are 


called out it costs the council, 
which we estimated to be £30 
per visit. Drug users need to 
put their needles in a sharps 
box and then get the council to 
collect that box.” 

The majority of call-outs 
which environmental health 
officers have to attend involve 
a member of the public 
finding one or two discarded 
needles; however, on 
occasions, they are dumped in 
bulk. 

In March last year, 30 
needles were dumped in 
woodland at Margaret Field, 
Burwell. In September last 
year, 50 were dumped in Allen 
Road, Ely. 

The most recent incident 
was in West Drive Gardens, 
Soham, when two needles 
were found on April 18. 

All needles collected are 
taken to a plant in Royston, 
where they are incinerated.

Flood risk remains 


PEOPLE are being warned to 
keep out of flood water and 
stay away from swollen rivers 
as the risk of flooding con¬ 
tinues across the region. 

Yet more rainfall means 
rivers in the East of England 
are still at risk of bursting 
their banks. At the time the 
Weekly News went to press, 
the Environment Agency (EA) 
still had more than 20 flood 
alerts in place for the region. 

Those included the River 
Great Ouse and the Hundred 
Foot Washes, including the 
causeways at Earith, Sutton 
Gault and Welney. 

Many places had already 
experienced minor flooding, 
including at Sutton Gault. 

A spokesman for the EA 
said: “We always say to 


drivers and pedestrians that 
they should not go into flood 
water simply because they do 
not know how deep it is.” 

A spokesman for Anglian 
Water, which has introduced 
a hosepipe ban because of 
the drought, welcomed the 
rainfall, but said many more 
months were necessary to 
make up for the driest 18 
months in a century and two 
dry winters. 

He said: “At least the rain 
means that people are not 
washing their cars or 
watering their gardens and 
farmers are not having to 
take water, which all helps 
save some resources.”

ABOUT 10,000 new jobs should 
be created in East Cambridge¬ 
shire within the next 20 years, 
according to a report. 

A Jobs Growth Strategy is being 
prepared by East Cambs District 
Council to govern how and where 
new jobs need to be provided in 
the district. 

By 2031, bosses hope to have 
created and encouraged 10,500 
new jobs - 552 per year. 


Figures show that economic 
activity levels in the district are 
currently at 86.2 per cent. The 
regional average level is 78.7 per 
cent and the national average is 
76.2 per cent. 

An average of 2 per cent of 
people in East Cambs are 
currently claiming Job Seekers’ 
Allowance (JSA) compared to the 
national 3.8 per cent, according 
to the report. 


However, the highest areas 
where residents are claiming JSA 
is in Littleport East (3 per cent) 
and Littleport West (3.4 per cent) 
compared to 1.3 per cent in 
Bottisham and 0.9 per cent in 
Cheveley. 

The figures show that there are 
currently 29,000 jobs in East 
Cambs. That means that for every 
person of working age within the 
district, there is only 0.54 of a job 


available for them within the 
local economy. 

In 2000, East Cambs had 24,000 
jobs. By 2002, that number had 
dramatically risen to 31,000. 
Between 2003 and 2005 that 
number dropped to 27,000 before 
rising to 33,000 in 2006. 

Since 2006, due to the 
recession, the number of jobs has 
dropped to 29,000. 

According to the report, East 


Cambs’ strengths are its quality of 
life, skilled workforce and high 
economic levels. 

Its weaknesses are that it has a 
lack of quality commercial 
buildings, an ageing population, 
a lack of broadband oppor¬ 
tunities and infrastructure issue. 

Many of East Cambs’ highly- 
skilled workers also commute out 
of the district, according to the 
report. 


Cash crisis means bus 
service is facing axe 


A COMMUNITY transport scheme 
which provides a lifeline for 
elderly residents is at risk of 
folding. 

Members of the Staploe Transport 
Association are in desperate need of 
funding and are pleading for help to 
prevent the charity from having to end. 

The association was set up about 30 
years ago when the doctors’ surgeries in 
Wicken, Chippenham, Isleham and 
Fordham were closed and the Staploe 
Medical Centre was opened in Soham. 

Since then, the association has provided 
a community minibus service to collect 
and transport patients from those villages 
to the practice, as well as repeat 
prescriptions. 

The returning bus then delivers 
medication to various points along the 
route, such as at post offices for people to 
collect. 

The association pays Ely and Soham 
Dial-a-Ride an annual fee to provide the 
service and relies on fundraising and 
donations to raise those funds. 

But Andy Botcher, practice manager and 
secretary of the association, says 
donations have dried up and the charity is 
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now at risk of folding. 

He said: “We really don’t want to see this 
fold. We have been running for around 30 
years and we provide a lifeline for elderly 
people who live in a rural area where 
public transport is poor. 

“Without this scheme, they would all 
struggle to get to their nearest health 
centre and to collect their medication. 

“Dial-a-Ride are fantastic and already 
provide the service for the cheapest 
possible price they can. 

“We need to raise around £8,500 this 
year and the funds we have are the driest 
they have ever been.” 

Last year the service made almost 1,200 
trips and it is currently used by around 80 
people. 

Mr Botcher added: “We provide the 
service for free but ask our users to make a 
donation. We really don’t want to make it 
chargeable. We know that times are tough 
but we would urge anyone who can help 
us to please get in touch.”

Residents split on bid 
to bring in wheelie bins

Artists help to battle poverty 


NEWS that wheelie bins are 
one step closer to being 
introduced has sparked a 
mixed reaction. 

Some residents believe the bins 
will make it easier to manage waste 
and improve the district’s poor 
recycling rates. 

Others insist the current system 
should remain and that wheelie bins 
will “wreak havoc”. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has applied to the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Local 
Government for £5m to improve the 
waste and recycling service. 

If successful, the council plans to 
introduce a fortnightly wheelie bin 
recycling collection, including paper, 
glass, metal cans, plastics, cartons 
and cardboard. It also wants 
fortnightly collections for food and 
garden waste. 

The cash would also be spent on 
buying a fleet of vehicles for the new 
services, as well as a rescheduling of 
rounds to reduce carbon emissions. 

Plans to provide East Cambs 
residents with wheelie bins have 
been mooted for some time and have 
always been controversial. 

Stuart Alexander, from Witchford, 
said: “East Cambs’ recycling rates are 
embarrassing and I believe that is 
solely because we do not have 
wheelie bins. 

“Everywhere else you go, people 
have them and, funnily enough, their

recycling rates are higher. We need 
them. The current system is rid¬ 
iculous.” 

Janet Peachey, of Barton Road, Ely, 
said: “I can understand that people in 
terraced houses may not want 
wheelie bins. If that’s the case then 
they can stick with the current 
system. The majority of people can 
accommodate wheelie bins. This is 
the 21st century - we should have 
had them years ago.” 

But Rachel Piccaver, from Soham, 
is worried about the proposals. 

She said: “I, like many people, live 
in a property which has no room to 
store wheelie bins. I would have to 
wheel them through my house every 
time they needed collection and that 
is unhygienic. 

“We don’t need them. They’re just 
going to wreak havoc.” 

But the council says that properties 
which can not accommodate wheelie 
bins would be allowed to stick with 
existing services. 

East Cambs currently recycles just 
37 per cent of its waste - the lowest in 
the region. 

The council should find out in 
October whether its bid has been 
successful.

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Residents leave 
criticised home 


ONLY three privately-funded 
residents remain at a nursing 
home which is failing to deliver 
the right care to its patients. 

About 30 residents of Littleport Grange 
have been moved to other care homes 
and Cambridgeshire County Council has 
also ended its contract with Dove Care 
Homes, which operates Littleport Grange, 
and says it will not be renewing it. 

Last month, that the Care Quality 
Commission, the county council and 
NHS Cambridgeshire announced the 
home, based in Grange Lane, Littleport, 
had failed to improve despite receiving a 
formal warning. 

Inspectors found care plans were 
inaccurate, out of date and incomplete 
and some nutrition plans were not being 
carried out correctly. Dressings were not 
being changed at set times, so residents 
were at risk from infection. 

Care charts did not state how often 
residents needed to be moved in bed, so 
they were often left longer than they 
should have been in one position. 

All residents whose stay was funded by 
the county council and other councils 
were relocated, and the majority of 
privately-funded residents have also been 
moved out. 

But a spokeswoman for Dove Care 
Homes said: “We have been working 
extremely hard to make the required 
improvements to the home and we are 
investing time and money to upgrade the 
facilities. 

“A new manager has been appointed 
and we are pleased with the progress that 
is being made. We are confident that 
Littleport Grange will soon meet the 
highest standards.”

COUNCILLORS insist space is 
being “wasted” at a community 
centre in Ely. 

Cambridgeshire County Council and 
the City of Ely Council are now discussing 
how further use could be made of the 
Larkfields Centre, based in High Barns.

182 -house 
scheme set 
for approval 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
182 homes in Soham were 
expected to be approved this 
week. 

One set of plans involves building 96 
properties on Allotment Gardens, 
north-west of Regal Drive, off Fordham 
Road. 

The other is to demolish a garage at 
41 Fordham Road and build 86 homes 
on the land. 

Despite concerns from residents, 
East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee was being 
recommended to approve both 
proposals when members met 
yesterday. 

Residents insist that Soham’s 
facilities and infrastructure cannot 
cope with so many new homes and say 
both proposals should be rejected. 

Regarding the plans for 41 Fordham 
Road, the district council has received 
30 letters of objection from residents. 

As well as the impact the extra homes 
will have on the town, people are also 
worried about extra traffic on Fordham 
Road, loss of wildlife, parking issues 
and crime.

neighbouring industrial properties and 
the need for a sufficient buffer are the 
issues that have been raised.

“The development proposes a net 
density of 38 dwellings per hectare, 
which is acceptable in this location.” 

Regarding the other proposals, she 
said: “It is considered that the density 
of development is acceptable and the 
scale and appearance of the dwellings 
will complement the character of the 
area and add to the street scene. 

“The design and layout have taken 
account of the constraints of the site, 
including the amenity of residential 
properties adjacent, and industrial 
buildings on the eastern side of the site, 
and no significant harm should be 
caused by the proposals.”

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C yclists’ cobble wobbles 


COBBLED streets are 
causing problems for 
cyclists in Ely. 

Bike users claim the city’s 
Barton Square and Silver Street 
area, which is a popular route for 
those travelling to the railway 
station, is becoming a safety 
hazard. 

“Large” gaps between cobbles 
in the streets may not affect 
motorists - but cyclists say they 
are damaging their tyres and 
making it dangerous. 

Julian Green, of Columbine 
Road, Ely, is urging the council

to fill in the gaps. 

He said: “I’m sure most 
motorists won’t even recognise 
the large gaps in between the 
cobbles in Barton Square and 
Silver Street. But for cyclists, it is 
quite a significant issue. 

“I cycle through Silver Street 
and Barton Square twice a day to 
get to and from the station as I 
commute into Cambridge for 
work. 

“The gaps are getting bigger 


and deeper and are now nothing 
but a safety hazard for cyclists. 

“The council needs to fill in 
the holes to make it smoother 
for us.” 

Residents have also raised the 
issue on East Cambridgeshire’s 
new community website, Shape 
Your Place. 

One cyclist says that a narrow 
smooth section should be laid 
over the cobbles solely for 
cyclists to use. 

He said: “Some of the gaps 
between the cobbles are large 
and deep. 

“They do not make much

difference to motor traffic with 
good suspension but they are 
particularly aggressive for 
bicycles. 

“They are a safety hazard and 
cause damage. 

“The problem could be solved 
by having a narrow (300- 
400mm), smooth bricked section 
where cyclists use the road 
(about 1,000mm from the kerb).” 

However, a spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
said the gaps between the 
cobbles are not, at this stage, a 
road safety defect. 

He said: “Any alterations to the 


surface of the existing road 
infrastructure could only be 
considered and completed if 
funding were available and there 
proved to be a greater comm¬ 
unity desire for such changes. 

“From a highway main¬ 
tenance perspective, although it 
can be imagined that these sets 
are uncomfortable for cyclists, 
they are not seen at this moment 
as a road safety defect. 

“The gaps that are created by 
such sets do not exceed the 
county council’s intervention 
level requirement for repair.”

DETECTIVES investigating 
the murder of Chittering 
pensioner Llywelyn Tho¬ 
mas have launched a 
poster campaign adver¬ 
tising a £50,000 reward. 

The 76-year-old was discovered 
in his home in Ely Road five 
months ago and police are still 
hunting for his killers. 

Rewards totalling £50,000 have 
been offered for information 
which leads to the arrest and 
conviction of those responsible. 

Det Chief Insp George Barr said: 
“I would urge anyone who has any 
information about who is 
responsible for Mr Thomas’s death 
to call police.” 

It is believed Mr Thomas was 
murdered during a botched 
burglary between 9.30pm and 
10.30pm on December 17. His 
body was discovered the next day 
after a resident alerted police. 

Three distinctive watches were

found to be missing from his 
home along with a wallet. 

His silver Rover 75 estate, 
registration BJ51 CJV, was also 
stolen and found dumped in 
Church Lane, Milton. 

A BBC Crimewatch appeal 
featuring a reconstruction of the 
night Mr Thomas was killed was 
due to be screened at 9pm on 
Tuesday. 

The reward is being offered by 
Mr Thomas’s family (£20,000), 
Crimestoppers (£10,000) and 
Cambridgeshire police (£20,000). 


It will be divided between 
people who provide relevant 
information which results in 
police officers arresting and 
convicting those responsible for 
Mr Thomas’s murder. 

The £10,000 Crimestoppers 
reward can only be claimed by

Council considers 
options on venue 

A CONSULTATION asking 
people to rate the manage¬ 
ment of one of Ely’s most 
criticised community hubs 
has been “very valuable”. 

Bosses at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council say they are now 
exploring their options with regards to 
venue. 

The district council set up a cross¬ 
party body to review the management 
of the hub, based in Waterside, in 
November last year. 

In 2008, the building was given a 
major refurbishment and since 2009 it 
has been managed as a restaurant, 
conference and entertainment facility 
by Leiths, which is part of the world- 
famous Compass Group. 

But in the last 18 months, the venue

has been at the centre of controversy. 

Although it was claimed the 120- 
seat restaurant would be open from 
10am to 9.30pm daily, it rarely is. And 
now the venue is closed for the 
autumn and winter, other than for 
one-off events. 


Residents insist it should be open to 
the public for longer and should offer 
more services. 

The district council is now 
reviewing its contract with Leiths to 
“ensure it continues to meet the needs 
of the district”. 


A report states the review will 
consider the pattern of business 
turnover, the level of usage and the 
future viability of the facilities. 

Questionnaires were sent to a 
variety of organisations, including the 
Ely Society and the Ely Perspective 
group. 

The City of Ely Council has also 
expressed an interest in taking over 
the management. 

Ely’s mayor, Cllr fohn Yates, said: 
“Ideally the city council would love to 
take it over and make great changes 
there, which have been discussing 
with the district council.” 

A spokesman for the district council 
said the authority would be making its 
options for The Maltings available in 
the next couple of months. 

He said: “Our consultation with 
local organisations and regular users 
of The Maltings has proved very 
valuable. 

“We are currently exploring options 
that we aim to make available in the 
next couple of months.”

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RSPB is target of 
‘flooding’ outcry

THE Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds (RSPB) 
is being accused of “deli¬ 
berately” over-flooding the 
Ouse Washes. 

Residents in the Welney area 
say the conservation body is 
purposely flooding the Washes 
and that it is wrong at a time 
when East Anglia is in a crippling 
drought. 

However, RSPB bosses insist 
there is only more water there 
than usual due to high tides. 

The alarm has recently been 
raised in a Welney newsletter by 
local resident Peter Redman. 

He claimed: “When reports on 
the news refer to nothing less 
than drought conditions, it is 
blatantly obvious that the bank to 
bank flooding from mid-October 
onwards has to be a deliberate 
act by the RSPB. 

“It can be no coincidence that 
the flooding is only visible from 
Purls Bridge and Welney. 

“None of the washes around 
Mepal are affected; in other 
words, it is only the RSPB reserve

area where this flooding is 
showing.” 

The RSPB insists that flooding 
is being caused by high tides 
overtopping the banks and 
preventing flow in the Hundred 
Foot River. 

But Mr Redman says that 
volume of water would not have 
caused bank-to-bank flooding. 

He believes deliberate flooding 
has been introduced through 
slackers in the bank of the 
Hundred Foot. 

However, Graham Elliott, the 
RSPB’s area manager for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, insists slackers have 


not and cannot be used to flood 
the Washes. 

He says the slackers can be 
used to allow “small amounts of 
water” onto the area directly from 
the Hundred Foot River - but that 
the shallow flooding currently on 
the Washes is due to high tides 
and water overtopping the banks. 

Mr Elliott added: “The lack of 
winter rainfall has also caused 
the river bed levels in the tidal 
section of the Hundred Foot 
River to be higher than normal. 

“Twice a day the tidal waters 
flow up the river, depositing silt 
on each occasion and rely on 
water flows in the Great River 
Ouse to flush these silts back to 
the wash. 

“Therefore the lack of rainfall 
in the catchment area to flush the 
silt deposits has caused a build¬ 
up of the riverbed level. 

“All of the above factors 
contributed to the Environment 
Agency-managed sluice gates at 
the southern end of the Washes at 
Earith to open on the peak of 
each tide to alleviate the rising 
water levels. 

“Thus the Ouse Washes func¬ 
tioned as a winter flood defence 
mechanism as it is designed to do 
so.”

“We’re hoping to get more 
coming in within the next 
couple of days.” 

With hundreds of 
thousands of Anglian Water 
customers in the region now 
banned from using their 
hosepipes, shops say it is 


clear people are doing all 
they can to try to conserve 
water. 

People who flout the 
hosepipe ban could be fined 
up to £1,000. 

John Pierrepont, a mem¬ 
ber of staff at Twentypence 
Garden Centre in Wilburton, 
said: “People are definitely 
panicking about the ban. 

“We’ve sold more butts 
than ever before and it’s 
quite tough to order them in 
as fast as they’re going out 
the door. 

“Butts are a fantastic idea, 


though, and I’d advise 
people to get one as soon as 
possible.” 

Perry Sharman, owner of 
Sharman’s Garden Centre in 
Littleport, said: “We’ve sold 
more water butts than ever 
before. 

“It’s clear that people are 
trying their best to conserve 
water and a water butt is the 
best way to do that.” 

The Bishop of Ely, Stephen 
Conway, has urged people to 
conserve and collect water. 

He said: “It is our Christian 
duty to do all we can to 


conserve our water supply 
and collect water wherever 
we can.” 

Anglian Water customers 
are longer be able use 
hosepipes for watering their 
gardens, washing cars or 
boats, hosing down patios 
and paths or filling 
swimming pools, fountains 
and paddling pools. 

The ban also applies to 
public parks and allotments.

Star of stage and screen Nichola McAuliffe, best known as 
Sheila Sabatini in the sitcom Surgical Spirit, steps into the 
eccentric role of Alan Bennett’s Miss Shepherd for the UK tour of 
The Lady In The Van. She tells LAURA SILVERMAN about ‘doing’ 
and ‘being’ acting and the joys of ageing 


Hello Nicola. When did you first come 
across the play? 

I read The Lady In The Van - the book - 
years ago. I couldn’t remember much about 
it when we did the play last year at Hull 
Truck, but it didn’t matter because it meant 
I didn’t have any preconceptions about my 
character, Miss Shepherd. She’s as mad as a 
box of frogs, so to get into the part, I must 
accept her for who she is. 

Bennett is said to approve all the actors 
in the productions of his plays. Have you 
had any feedback from him? 

No, but I know Alan Bennett chose me 
from a shortlist and that’s lovely. I’m 
casting the third play I’ve written at the 
moment and I’m learning who has the final 
say on these things. I imagine somebody 
like Bennett can say who he’d like to have 
and that’s it: they get the part. 

How would you describe Miss Shepherd? 

From the outside, she looks like a tramp 
and behaves like a tramp: she lives in a van 
without a lavatory and she never washes. 
She’s not the sort of person you’d 


particularly want living in your garden. 

Why Bennett put up with her for 15 years 
was a mystery to him as much as to 
anybody else. But underneath, she’s 
extraordinary because she was a pianist of 
some quality. 

How do you think she ended up in a van 
on her own? 

In the play - and I think there is some truth 
in this - she had been involved a traffic 
accident. She couldn’t face the 
consequences, so she disappeared from 
society. 

She was mentally fragile all her life. She 
had gone to a fairly strict Catholic school 
and the hellfire aspect deeply affected her. 
Certainly in the play, the judgment and 
atonement angle is very strong. She is 
punishing herself. 

She also wanted to be a nun. The life that 
she leads is the substitute: denying herself 
comforts. 

But the logic and the sense that I find in 
her isn’t what you’d think of as ordinary. 
You’d say she’s mad. I don’t think she 
realises she’s eccentric at all. 


How do you play that lack of self- 
awareness? 

You don’t. There’s ‘doing’ acting and 
‘being’ acting. Doing acting is when you 
show emotions, and is particularly rife in 
soap acting. A performer rather than an 
actor does this. A performer is always 
telling the audience they know what it is 
that they’re presenting. 

‘Being’ acting is different. You don’t 
make a judgment on the character you’re 
playing. If you make judgments, you can’t 
allow an audience to understand that person 
because you’re filtering them through your 
own views. 

The best acting intrudes as little as 
possible. The moment you get in the way of 
acting it affects your character. You should 
never think consciously about each step 
you’re taking. 

When inexperienced or young actors 
stand in the wings hyperventilating before a 
show, really psyching themselves up, they 
take that energy on stage with them. That 
isn’t necessarily the energy of the part 
they’re playing. They’re getting in the way. 


The more experienced you get, the more 
you realise you shouldn’t get in the way. As 
an actor, it’s not about you. As a performer, 
it’s about you. 

Have you ever lived anywhere like Miss 
Shepherd’s van? 

I stayed overnight in a hut in a forest in 
Borneo once to see the monkeys. It was 
fairly horrific because there were some 
pretty nasty creepy crawlies living there, 
but I’m not that squeamish. 

The facilities weren’t great, but my 
approach is always: just roll your trousers 
up, get over yourself. I don’t particularly 
like smells of sewage, but I get over it. Miss 
Shepherd used a plastic bag as her lavatory 
and her aim got worse as she got older. 

Miss Shepherd isn’t the only eccentric 
you’ve played. How does she compare to 
Annie Wobbler, the bag lady created for 
you by Arnold Wesker in the early 80s? 

As a friend of mine said, that came in 
handy! Anni e Wobbler was a different 
kettle of fish. She was eccentric beyond 
belief, but her standards of hygiene were no 


different from anybody else’s. She wouldn’t 
have liked Miss Shepherd, she would have 
thought Miss Shepherd had let herself go. 
Annie had standards - she was potty in a 
different way. 

Miss Shepherd died aged 78, having 
known Bennett for 15 years. She is often 
described as old. Have your perceptions 
of age changed since playing her? 

I have an interest in Stage for Age now: an 
organisation in which people with a profile, 
such as actors, do work for Age UK. I’m 
still involved with it, but haven’t done that 
much recently. 

I think being old is a state of mind. Miss 
Shepherd isn’t old. I don’t think being in 
your 70s is especially old any more. I 
would say people have had a good innings 
when they’ve reached their late 80s, or 90s. 

I’m in my late 50s and do (exercise) 
classes most days. The lady who takes them 
is in her early 60s and takes several classes 
a day. She’s fitter than most of the 20 year- 
olds. They can’t even touch their toes. 

Is getting old something you worry 
about? 

I’ve never been pretty, so it’s not as if, as I 
get older, I’m losing anything. I’m seriously 
gaining! I know I’m being clocked in my 
swimming costume now and it’s a great 
feeling. People tend to think that something 
like bingo wings is inevitable as women get 
older, but you’re not going to have bingo 
wings if you’re doing tricep dips every day. 

I got a terribly sweet letter from four 
squaddies in Afghanistan asking whether I 
was a cougar. 

I had to write back saying: I’m ever so 
sorry, as far as I’m concerned, young men 
are like green bananas: a lot of roughage 
but not very much going on. I’ve always 
gone for older men and I still do. How sad I 
would find it if I were chasing after lads in 
their 20s?

T HE Osmonds have been 

entertaining us for more than 
half a century and, while the 
hysteria of their 70s peak may be 
long past, the band are still a big 
live draw, with their 50th 
anniversary tour a couple of years 
ago almost completely selling out. 

All good things must eventually come to 
an end, though, and the brothers are now 
undertaking their final - and biggest ever - 
UK tour, taking in Cambridge tonight. 

After getting their big break on TV’s The 
Andy Williams Show, the Utah siblings 
became massive worldwide stars. 

They scored massive hits with the likes of 
One Bad Apple, Let Me In, Crazy Horses and 
Love Me for a Reason, various members of 
the family went solo and, at one time, the 
charts included so many hits by different 
branches of the family - The Osmonds, 
Donny Osmond, Marie Osmond, Donny & 
Marie and Little Jimmy Osmond - it was a 
struggle for anyone else to get a look in. 

The Osmonds have sold over 100 million 
records and have garnered 59 - count ’em! - 
gold and platinum discs. 

“Little” Jimmy wasn’t part of the group 
back in their 70s heyday: he arrived on the 
scene in 1972 with the number one hit Long 
Haired Lover From Liverpool, but 20 years 
ago he decided to join them in touring. 

Jimmy says that Britain has a special place 
in his heart. 

“I’ve always been welcomed in whatever I 
do, whether it be singing or doing panto.” 

(He trod the boards in several Christmas 
shows - not to mention braving the jungle in 
I’m A Celebrity . . . Get Me Out of Here! a 
few years back). “Since the 70s, the UK has 
been amazing, not just to me but to all my 
brothers too.” 

And, of course, they have many fans here - 
though Jimmy doesn’t like to call them that. 

“They aren’t fans - they are all friends, 
and we don’t deserve them.”

Jimmy, Jay and Merrill; it was also scheduled 
to include Wayne, but he sadly suffered a 
recent stroke. 

The brothers haven’t really stopped 
performing in all this time: they are the 
longest running group in history with the 
same members, and it’s all down to the older 
brothers who made it happen. 

There have been times when different 
combinations of the group have toured, 
sometimes with four members and 
sometimes only three, but Jimmy says these 
fluctuations don’t affect the arrangements to 
any large degree. 

After a trio of top 20 hits, Jimmy seemed 
to disappear from the scene. “I never really 
stopped, actually. I performed a lot in Japan 
and then I got involved in other people’s 
careers, from Bon Jovi to Michael Jackson. 

“Then, about 20 years ago, I was thinking 
what I wanted to do and I wanted to get 
involved with my brothers again - after all, 
they had sacrificed a lot and pushed us 
younger ones forward.” 

When he scored his debut hit, the 
annoyingly catchy Long Haired Lover From 
Liverpool, Jimmy was reported as not 
knowing where Liverpool was. 


It’s true that I had never been to 
Liverpool and didn’t know anything about 
it,” he laughs. “But I soon learned.” 

And despite recently celebrating his 49th 
birthday, he still has to sing the hit he had 
before he was 10 years old (he remains the 
youngest person to top the UK charts). 

“I learned a long time ago that you don’t 
mess with people’s memories. I left the song 
out of the set, but we were at Wembley Arena 
and the place erupted and I had to sing it - 
so basically it was a case of ‘just shut up and 
do your job’.” 

“Amazingly, it was the biggest selling UK 
hit for anything with The Osmonds’ name.” 

He is comfortable with it, though, and 
even jokes about it. A few years ago, when 
on tour with his brothers, Jimmy came to the 
front of the stage and said: ‘OK, let’s get it 
over with,’ and sang the song. 

Jimmy added: “The good thing is that 
people have allowed me to grow up. But this 
tour is really about my brothers.”

MORE than 20 years after Beauty 
And The Beast became the first 
animated feature to contest the 
Oscar for Best Picture, Disney’s 
“tale as old as time” returns to 
multiplexes in a glorious new 3D 
print. 

Gary Trousdale and Kirk Wise’s 
fairytale still casts a heady spell, 
fashioning glorious family 
entertainment from the familiar 
European folktale, with the clever 
additions of talking furniture and 
infectious songs. 

The tunes, conjured by composer 
Alan Menken and lyricists Howard 
Ashman and Tim Rice, are jaunty 
and lyrically wicked (“I’m especially 
good at expectorating!”). 

They are the musical equivalent of 
sherbet, fizzing pleasantly on the 
tongue, building to a rousing 
crescendo with the Busby Berkeley- 
esque Be Our Guest with lothario 
candlestick Lumiere as the crazed 
ringmaster of a three-ring kitchen 


circus. 

Ballads gently tug the heartstrings, 
particularly Belle and the Beast’s 
dance beneath a twinkling 
chandelier performed to the 
haunting theme song. 

But it’s the film’s huge heart which 
beats loudest, reducing us to tears 
as the final petal of the enchanted 
rose falls.

Going for the dry 


W HILE much of the 
country is now in 
official drought status 
and householders are being 
urged to use water wisely, there’s 
no better time to create a low- 
maintenance, low-cost gravel 
garden which isn’t going to 
demand masses of water or time 
to keep it looking good. 

Gravel gardens don’t have to look like 
desert-like areas with little interest. 
Indeed, many drought-tolerant plants 
provide plenty of colour. Deep red 
bergenias can be intermingled with 
white artemisias, dwarf mountain pines 
with pink-flowered Osteospermum 
juncundum. 

Carpeting stonecrops, such as Sedum 
‘Ruby Glow’ and ‘Vera Jameson’, 
provide colour to the gravel garden in 
the form of purple-tinged succulent 
leaves and crimson flowerheads from 
midsummer to autumn. 

They are drought-resistant, attractive 
to butterflies and look their best planted 
en masse in gravel gardens. 

Other good specimens planted in 
swathes include Sisyrinchium striatum 
‘Aunt May’, an upright plant with spiky 
leaves and creamy flowers, while the 
sword-like leaves of yuccas and 
phormiums provide architectural interest 
planted as single specimens or in small 
groups. 

Many herb garden plants, including 
thyme, sage, lavender and rosemary, are

drought-resistant and can look amazing 
in a gravel garden, while bulbs 
including crocosmia, agapanthus and 
allium will add colour and form to the 
scene. 

Think about good ground cover plants 
such as low-growing cistus varieties and 
vigorous alpines because they will cover 
the soil, keeping it cool and reducing 
water loss. 

Plants with silvery foliage and some 
grasses are good choices because the 
gravel drains excessive moisture away 
from their stems, yet keeps the roots 
cool and moist. Euphorbias also provide 
interest in the gravel garden even in the 
depths of winter. 

It’s important to prepare a new gravel 
garden carefully, breaking up compacted 
soil and incorporating plenty of organic 
matter to give the plants a good start in 
life. 

Many drought-tolerant plants prefer 
hot, sunny spots but they will still need 
some care while establishing, before 
they’re happy to cope with constantly 
dry conditions. 

You can place a membrane under the 


gravel to stop weeds coming up, but it’s 
easier to plant without a membrane as 
then you don’t have to cut through the 
fabric to put your new plants in. 

Once you have dug out the area, 
finish it off by raking the soil to an even 
level and then add a 5 cm (2in) layer of 
gravel over the surface. 

Ideally, gravel gardens should be 
planted in autumn to allow the plants to 
establish their roots in winter, but you 
can also go for spring planting, although 
you will probably have to water the 
plants for a couple of months while they 
settle in. 

If you are devoting your whole garden 
to gravel, plant intermittently, leaving 
large areas of gravel visible to create a 
more natural look, and add a few 
companion containers with permanent 
plants such as hardy evergreens, sinking 
the bottom of the pot into the gravel to 
encourage the plants to root through into 
the soil underneath. 

Try to ensure that the type of gravel 
you use is in keeping with the 
surrounding environment. Locally 
quarried pea shingle may be suitable, or 
alternatively slate may be used. If you 
have a seaside garden, large rocks or 
driftwood might be used as focal points. 

Gravel gardens really don’t have to be 
a haven of mediocrity - and for those 
with little time and even less water, they 
will come into their own if you work 
with the prevailing conditions rather 
than trying to introduce massive soil 
improvements and costly irrigation 
systems.

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Budget cuts mayhem 


COUNCILS in England slashed 
road safety budgets by an average 
of 15 per cent last year, according 
to figures out this week. 

The cuts compared with average 
reductions of just 6 per cent for other 
council services, the statistics from the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists (IAM) 
showed. 

Based on replies from 81 English 
councils, the statistics showed that cuts 
included reductions in rehabilitation 
courses for motoring offenders, training 
and information for young drivers, safe 
routes to schools schemes and school 
crossing patrols. 


The IAM said spending on road safety 
saw huge variations, with Camden 
Council in London, for example, making 
cuts of more than 70 per cent. 

At the same time, neighbouring 
Islington Council increased funding for 
road safety and traffic management by 
£134,000. 

The IAM also said that spending on 
roads had varied as well. As many as 30 
councils had cut spending on road main¬ 
tenance by more than 10 per cent, but 
generally, road maintenance fared well 
with an overall increase of 0.37 per cent. 

For example, Northumberland Council 
cut road maintenance by 63 per cent, 


while Blackpool Council increased it by 34 
per cent. 

IAM chief executive Simon Best said: 
“Austerity is forcing councils to make 
difficult choices, but the fact that these 
cuts only represent the first year of 
savings under the coalition’s spending 
review is deeply worrying. Cutting road 
safety so hard makes no sense. 

“The average wage of a lollipop lady is 
£3,000 a year while the cost of each road 
fatality is £1.6 million. So the returns on 
investment are huge.” 

Mr Best went on: “I’m also concerned 
that patchy spending on maintenance will 
not keep pace with our crumbling roads.”

ELY City Golf Club began its Golden 
Jubilee celebrations with the 
Founders’ Dinner, 50 years and 
seven days after the course was 
officially opened. 

The black tie evening with a 
three-course meal also featured a 
speech from club president Marjorie 
Miller, who recounted the history of 
the first golf course in Ely, which was 
opened in 1907 and was constructed 
on fields stretching along the 
Prickwillow Road and was prepared 
every winter by local farmers. 

Her detailed research, now being 
compiled for a commemorative 
book, told of the foresight and 
commitment of five local 
businessmen, who conceived the 
idea for the original nine-hole 
course. They were Mr Adams, 
owner of the Ely Laundry; estate 
agent Mr Barwell, Mr Deimage, a 
stockbroker, Mr Wallis who owned a 
shop called Walbro and whose son 
Ken is the renowned autogyro pilot, 
and Charles Young of Hall, Ennion 
and Young solicitors. 

And so it was that in 1958, at a 
meeting in the Bell Hotel, 78 people 
attended to support the vision of the 
five founder members of the club. 
Following this meeting money was 
raised and work began to clear the 
site of what once was a prisoner of 
war camp. The original nine-hole 
course was designed by Charles 
Young and took two years to create. 
Mr Deimage’s son, Richard, was a 
guest at the dinner. Golfers of all

standards have enjoyed the club’s 
facilities over the last 50 years and 
owe these men a great debt of 
thanks. 

The course was extended to 18 
holes in 1973 by renowned golfer 
and golf course architect Henry 
Cotton, with a commemorative round 
completed by leading US golfer Lee 
Trevino (right), whose record-setting 
scorecard showing a round of just 
66 is framed and remains on show 
in the clubhouse. 

A programme of continuous work to 
the course has seen many subtle but 
important changes to maintain 
conditions and reputation of the 
course as one of East Anglia’s finest. 

A recently completed programme of 
bunker refurbishments marks the 



latest improvements, adding new 
elements of risk and reward to 
shot-making on many holes. 

The club will be holding further 
Jubilee celebrations throughout
